An appeal will be taken to the Su­ 
preme 
Court 
of -the 
state when

Philadelphia, on 
Monday, 
March 0 to set aside the compulsory 
non-suiting 
of the $18,600 
damage 
claim case 
brought by Charles 
Hull, 
of Hanover, against Harry FU Bowers, 
of Littlestown, which held the atten­ 
tion 
of the court of 
Common 
Pleas 
here for some time starting January 
28, 1920. 
The case was non-suited by 
President Judge Donald P. 
McPher­ 
son on motion 
of J. Donald 
Swope, 
Esq., attorney for the defendant, Mr. 
Bowers, after the plaintiff’s attorneys. 
Robert E. Wible, E sq., and John A. 
Hoober, 
of York, rested 
their case. 
The 
defense 
of the suit was 
never 
heard. 


Immediately after the case was non­ 
suited, the attorneys for the plaintiff 
petitioned the court to set aside their 
decision and allow them a new' trial. 
This was refused by the Court on No­ 
vember 4, 1920. 
The reason assigned 
by Mr. Swope 
for having the 
case 
non-suited was the fact that the plain­ 
tiffs by their testimony offered before 
the jury showed that Mr. null 
WM furnfsTiTng 
negligent and by this negligence con­ 
tributed to the cause of the accident 
and thereby not entitled to damages. 
The accident, which resulted in the 
suit for almost twenty thousand 
dol­ 
lars, occurred 
at Littlestown 
about 
eight o’clock in the morning of Octo­ 
ber 5, 1917. 
Charles Hull was seated 
on the floor of a flat-bed work car, ac­ 
cording to his 
petition, belonging 
to

railway company, 
with his feet dangling over the side of 
the car.

in his declaration 
of fact that Mr. Bowers w\%s backing 
his closed delivery truck out of an al­ 
ley at the time the work ear approach­ 
ed.
